of all crops to raise, 
Tho new olives sell 


hero now at §% couts n povinc, which 
pays largely. 
Still we havo not many 


largo orchards in bcurirjg atid have only 
begun to lonrn how to raise thorn properly. 
Even our sandy and stony soils ma.!;c 
great returns from olives. 
Every import- 


ant fruit nud farm product of Southern 
California has boon raiscd_to perfection in 
this valley, so that wo are not'csperimou- 
ting. 
Eastern men cannot comprehend 


the enormous growth and yield possible 
on oui best lands. I havo taken many 
prominent! business mon from various 
parts of tho nation to the forty aero nurs- 
ery on this ranch of Mr. John Bun-, 
shfiriff-c-lect of Los Angeles county. They 
all agrend that such growth was n now 
revelation to them. Ho started that place 
eight years ago this January and nearly 
till tho trees cnino from seeds or cuttings.

In my opinion he is far better 
off than ho would have been had ho taken 
laud "and water" in tho doscrt for noth- 
ing. 
If any one wants to bauish himself 


ton or twenty miles from railroad and nway 
from local markets to buy cheap laud aud 
develop water nt his own expense, thero 
is no law against it. 
33ut life is too short 


for mo to undertake such an enterprise, 
much ni= 1 oujoy the pure air of thcdcsort. 
I prefer six passenger trnius a day within 
a'milo or less of my land and within eigh- 
teen miles of a city of SO.000 inhabitants 
Tourists leave $2,000,000 a year bora every 
year and they alone will greatly add to its 
growth. 
TJio influence of great cities on 


farms near their limits is well known. If 
the Nicaragua- canal is built and con 
trolled by American capital, as it. should 
be, Los Angeles at onco becomes tho Chi- 
cago of tills coast and a marvellous in- 
crease in population will como to this 
region.

Analynlit of the riRurcR In .the .Northern | 


SUUt:s 1'ov 1892 und 1804. . 


•Philadelphia Press;. In commenting 


on tha table'of tho popular voto printed 
in tho Press, t-ho Rochester Post Express, 
one of the ablest aud fairest independent 
newspapers published-in tho 'country, 
says: "Tho more returns of 1894 are 
studied tho more clearly this fact appears, 
that tho election was, so far ns shifting 
majorities are concerned, t-ho greatest 
political revolution in tho history of this 
country." This fact becomes clearer the 
moro the voto is compared with the voto 
cast in 1802. 
Taken ns a whole, it is a 


remarkable illustration of how sudden 
aud complete a popular revulsion can be. 
But it can bo profitably studied in other 
aspects .also. For instance, a comparison 
of tbo voto cast by tho Eopublicaus and 
Democrats this year iu tho northern states 
with tho voto cast by the samo parties iu

Jerusalem, and tho cedars *of "Lebanon 
wore shipped there from Tyro aud thence 
per bull team to Jerusalem for the 
building of tho temple.

Mending Grain SaeliD. 


Jlcndiiif.; tho holes in grain sacks is 


a task that tho farmer's wifu dislikes; 
honco tho holes fjuawed by mice aud 
rats are often stopped with a eonicob 
or tho sacks aro thrown away. 
But 


here is a plan suggested by American 
Agriculturist tbat proves to be what 
every farmer needs. Tho articles needed 
for mci-.dins grain sacks are au old sack- 
that ;nay bo cut up fnr piece?, a batter 
mado of flour nnd cold water, a hot 
llatiron and au ironing board to fit in- 
side iho Kicks. 
Plaoo the board in a 


sack, with the holo to bo mended on tho 
upper side. Trim away tho raveled edges 
with tho shears or a sharp icnifo. 
Cut 


out n patch having at least an inch mar- 
gill larger than the hole. 
On this mar- 


gin apply a coat of tho flour paste, place 
Uio patch iu position and press it thor- 
oughly with tiin hoc fkuirou. 
The bat- 


ter penetrates both patch and sack 
aud very {irmly unites them. 
Pieces 


of dcuiin, ducidjig or other stout mate- 
rial may bo used whero bagging is not 
available. The process is so rapid that 
100 sacks may soou bo repaired. 
Car- 


pets may bo neatly ineuded in tbo earns 
manner without removing them from 
tbo floor.

As luid down by I ho Florida Times- 


Union tho best rules are, first, crops 
of tho samo species antl oven o£ tlio 
sair,o natural order should not succeed 
each other; second, plants with perpen- 
dicular roots should succeed thoso with 
spreading and .superficial roots, and vico 
versa; third, crops which occupy.the 
soil for several years, liko asparagus, 
rhubarb, etc., should bo followed by 
•thoso of short duration; fourth, two 
crops alike favorable to tho growth of 
weeds should not occupy tho soil in sac- 
cession; fifth, crops abstracting largely 
from tho soil tbo sulphates, phosphates 
and nitrogen principles should not fol- 
low each other immediately,-but bo suo- 
cecdcd by thoso which draw less from 
the soil and more from tho atmosphere— 
these exhausting crops should follow 
and be followed by those which boar 
aud will profit by heavy manuring; 
sixth, plants grown for their roots or 
bulbs should not follow thoso grown 
for tho same purpose, and still less 
should plants grown for their scads fol- 
low each other directly iu succession. 


which the roots of corn luxuriate, and 
in the corn growing sections-'it is gen- 
erally wise to'follow corn with corn, 
thus securing two heavy crops from rich 
soil. Beyond this it is not wise to go, 
as .the" corn root worm -will inevitably 
appear aud decrease tbo crop in'or'dinary

Oats can then bo sown without plow- 


ing, aud, SB a rule,- to -better advantage 
without plowing than with it. 
Whore 


wheat is.'a profitable crop in ordinary 
years, grass seed may then be sown, arid 
if seed is'not too'high it will pay to sow 
it anyhow, oven if it is to bo plowed un- 
der in tho fall ior a crop of winter 
wheat This, again, famishes the best 
nuri-:o crop for tho grasses, insuring a 
stand in ordinary seasons, and tho mead- 
ows treated in this way furnish an ex- 
cellent crop of bay, and, if clover pro- 
dominates, a crop of seed. Whero timo- 
thy is net sown with clover it is best to 
go back to'corn after a'clc-vor scud crop, 
thus making a short four years' rota- 
tion, but where thero is no pasture ex- 
cept that furnished by fields in the rota- 
tion it is wise to sow timothy and pas- 
ture one or two years before going back 
to corn. 


Foto-toes In Succession. 


There are other reasons besides the 


danger of propagating the potato disease 
why it is'not'best to plant potatoes two 
succeeding years on tbo same land. Ex- 
plains American Cultivator: The groat 
necessity for a largo potato crop is nn 
abundant supply of moisture in the soil. 
Nothing so well secures this as a clover 
ley plowed early enough' iu spring to 
get tbo advantage of lato spring rains. 
It is trcu that when clover is allowed 
to grow in the spring there is a great 
mass of green herbage to bo plowed un- 
der iu late May or early Juno. But tho 
moisture that is in the clover leaves has 
all been taken from tho soil and much 
more; for tbo clover plant, with its. 
broad leaves, exhaled aoistnro rapidly,- 
as any ono who lias plowed under a 
growth of clover in Jnno well Jcnows. 
Even as quickly as 48 hours after a very 
heavy rain heavy soil will often become 
bard to plow. 


When clover iu plowed so lato, tho 


soil o'Jten remains dry all tha season if 
summer rains uro light- 
TJ:o Eamo cU> 


verfield plowed iu early spring will 
keep moist all summer. What clover 
there is rota quickly, nnd this keeps tho 
soil loose, KO that every rainfall sinks 
into it instead of running off. The soil 
where potatoes grew tbo year before ei- 
ther has better vegetable matter or tho 
plowing is delayed so lato for it to grow 
that much of'its benefit for that year 
must bo lost. This may prove to bo one 
of tho drawbacks to tho advantages ex- 
pected from sowing crimson clover to 
cover tho soil iu winter and be plowed 
under in spring for potatoes. There will 
'•- somo profit, but it will not bo as

The exhibit of machinery for raising 


water mado at tho irrigation couven- 
tiou'in Hvjtchinson, Kan., demonstrated 
that at leapt in 'iho Arkansas bottoms a 
bis ditch full of water can bo provided 
without very 
expensive appliances. 


Pumps wero thero each throwing 4,000 
gallons of water per minute. These wero 
each driven by a common thrasher's en- 
gine. Thero were also smaller machines 
doing proportionately 
heavy. work. 


There were gasoline engines of several 
makes, all doing excellent work in tho 
operation of pumps.

Thoro is room for divergence of opin- 


ion as to what rotation is the most prof- 
itable, but in most soctious good farm- 
ers havo rotations especially adapted 
to their own farms. These may bo short 
or long, and usually in any country or 
EOCtion the older tho country tho longer 
tho rotation. Almost all farmers every- 
where have a rotation such as this: Corn, 
and cats and then corn, or corn, oats aud 
wheat, and then corn. Others ajpiin 
havo corn, oats, wheat, meadow, pasture 
and then corn. In many sections of this 
country this is not a bad one, but a 
writer iu tho Iowa Homestead points 
out tho fact that n rotation is not a Rood 
ono unless it provides for tho mainte- 
nance of soil fertility, and ho .knows of 
no country in which this has been dono 
without tho uso of tha legumes, such as 
clover, beans or .peas. Ho says: 


In sections where either fall or spring 


wheat grows well, and whore stock 
crowiER and footling is ono of the main 
features of ths farm, the rotation of 
corn on sod, oats, spring or fall wheat, 
clovor aud timothy for meadow, then 
pasture olio to two years, and tlmu back :

ST. Louis, Jan. 8.—I had occasion this 


morning to go with n friend to tho freight 
terminal that connects with tho Mer- 
chants' brldgo. 
On our wny back he foil 


icto a reminiscent mood. 


"You never knew," ho asked, "that I 


was onco a'brakemnn, did you? Well, I 
was, 011 ono.of tho roads thnt runs through 
tho Arkansas wildernesses and terminates 
horo. 
I met with much difficulty In get 


ting the Job, so much Indeed thnt if I 
had not boon fairly infatuated with the 
notion of being n railroad man I should 
never h»vo persisted until I won my point, 
"I did not continue twisting brakes 


very long, but quite long enough to suit 
me. I got a terrible scare ono night, and 
my subsequent conduct wns what brought 
about my discharge. 
I was attached to n 


repair train, and wo wore at work In tho 
Interior of the state, whore tho population 
wns sparse and tho stations were far apart. 
I forgot exactly tho occasion of the order, 
but anyhow nbout midnight I wns directed 
to remain bohlndwlth a red lantern while 
the train proceeded. I was to flag a pas- 
songor train expected to follow In about 
two hours. At that point tho lino threaded 
tho densest woods Imaginable, and as tho 
lights of' tho caboose of the repair train 
disappeared up tho road my task soemed 
likely to bo very dreary and very lonesome. 


"My gloomy anticipations woro shortly 


fulfilled. Whllo yet I could hoar the puff- 
Ing of tho engine In tho distance I bogan 
also to hcnr tho most frightful colsos In 
tho forest oc either cido of tho track. 
It 


seemed to me that tho woods woro throng 
Ing with fierce wild boasts. In 15 minutes 
I wns In a perfect fover of fright, nnd this 
was followed by n sort of emotionnl shak- 
ing pn'.sy. My teeth chattorod ns though '. 
had tho apuo. and I wns covered with cole 
sweat.

I must have 
forgotten nil nbout tho train; but, fortu- 
nately .for its passengers, It was hours Into 
and did rot come along until 10 o'clock In 
the morning, long after I had awakened 
and returned to my post as flagman. 


"If I had not been foolish enough to 


tell n brother brnkcnian of my frictit and 
flight, I might havo hold tho job probably, 
for no real harm had been done, but ns it 
was my services were very shortly dis- 
pensed with.

Thcro Is Washington's ofScs 
chair, nnd another chair presented by the 
wife of Chief Justice Tancy. • 


Perhaps tho most Interesting room In 


the house Is tho general's bedchamber, In 
which he died, 
tt- is preserved just as ho 


left It. Tho curious high poster1, bedstead, 
tho easy chair and footstool, the dressing' 
table, nil pnrcako of,association with one 
of tho most picturesque characters of 
American history. In this room Is another 
of those quaint hlckorv mantels which 


are found throughout tho house, 
one] stately In shape and execution aa old 
timo manners. 
Here is preserved a quan- 


tity of General Jackson's personal effects, 
jewelry, clothing, his watch, seal,Cornelias 
ring, topaz breastpin, gold pen and pencil, 
tobacco bos, walking stick, slippers, dress- 
ing gown and a marvelous bead regnl:a 
presented by Sam Houston of Texas.

In n largo empty, room on the ground 


floor is the Rcncral's carriage, made from 
a portion of the old ship Constitution.

I uncle's administration. 
She is said to 


! have strongly resembled Mary, queen of 


Scots, and to have possessed much of the 
fascination of tho White Kosoof Scotland. 
The gown which she woro at tho first In- 
nnguration bal! is n precious and coquet- 
tish relic. 
It Is of nmber satin brocaded 


with violets nnd garnished with Inco nnd 
ponrls. It was a present from Jackson, 
and even at that day'was ilosc:-ibed at 
greet length In every newspaper in the 
country. Thu wedding dress of Mrs. Sarah 
Jackson, the wife of the general's adopted 
son, is nlso preserved. 
This Indy was a 


Philadelphia belle and beauty nnd went to 
tho altar in anoxqulsite robe of white silk 
and tullo. This costume has been worn as 
n wedding 'gown by brides of three succes- 
sive generations. 


Tho mansion and grounds are under tho 


caro nnd control of tho Ladles' Hermitage 
association of Nashvillu. 
The property 


was purchased somo years ngo by tlie state 
from tho adopted sou of General Jackson, 
with tho proviso that his wife remain 
there during her lifo. When she (lied, the 
genernl assembly of the state nssiguud the 
house and tomb and 25 surrounding acres 
to the Hermitage association to improve 
nnd prcservoin lasting memory of tliohero 
of Now Orleans. When these patriotic and 
energetic 
southern 
gentlewomen 
who 


formed tho association took possession of 
the property, they found ruin and decay 
everywhere prevalent upon the noble es- 
tate. Tho old log cabin where tho genornl 
lived for 15 years bofore ''The Hermitage" 
was built wns a total \vrock. 


A Noble Work, 


But these southern ladles, with their 


soft voices, indolent manners nnd languid 
airs, can be energetic enough over any ob- 
ject upon tho welfare of which their hearts 
are set. 
It was not long before tho man- 


sion was nowly roofed, tho room* repaired, 
fences up, outbuildings put

shape and tho old log cnbln fully restored, 
even to its kitchen fireplace, tho favorite 
resting placo of "Undo Alf," the ancient 
negro body servant of the general. 


At tho tomb'one pauses to read the or-

Jackson fairly worshiped her 


and during his momentous career never 
wholly emerged from the influence of her 
personality. Re wore her miniature on 
hie heart until his death, nnd no matter 
whnt his cares, responsibilities or amuse- 
ments he never slept until ho had rend a 
chapter In tiio Bible she left him when 
sho died. 
Mrs. Jackson was a woman of 


great piety nnd cared nothing for the 
honors of this world. When Jackson wni 
electee! president, his wife suld to those 
about her: "For Mr. Jackson's sake I am 
glad. 
For my own I never wished it. I 


would rather be a doorkeeper In the house 
of my .God than to dwell In that pnlncc In 
Washington." Her Influence over Jackson 
was profound, ns shown by t,ho following 
nnecdoto. 
Old Hickory wns an expert In 


profanity. 
When occasion required, ho 


sinipiy paralyzed his hearers by the orig- 
inality, varie'ty and plcturesqucnefis of his 
swearing. 
During on exciting political 


•campaign nnd just after Mrs. Jnckson had 
coniidcntlnlly told a guest that sho thought 
the general was disposed to be religious, 
and that but for the approaching presiden- 
tial election sho earnestly believed he 
would join her church, he suddenly bui-st 
Into tho room with an opposition newspa- 
per In his hand, cursing llko a house nflre. 
Ho swore until ho was actually out ot 
breath, whon his gentle wife, who bad at 
first been stunned by his oaths, arose, and 
approaching him lookod him steadily In, 
tho toco and simply exclaimed, "Mr. Jack- 
sonl" Tho great warrior who hnd always- 
conquered was Immediately "subdued by 
this mild adversary.

right of citizenship may dopoml.upon our 
birth within a country, tho fact of iiarou 
tage, or upon naturalization. 
Slavus, 


while hold in bondaso in this country, 
wore not dcomod citizens, but wore con- 
sidered us articles of property. This view 
wns hold in tho famous Ured Scott cnso, 
in regard to nn emancipated negro. As 
articles of property they depended upon 
tho peculiar legislation and constitutional 
provisions In regard to thorn. Tho ordi- 
nary moaning of tho word "citizen1.1 us 
given above, is that whloh it bears at 
common law. Certain 
coustituitonnl 


amendments 
declare specifically what 


classes o£ persons are considered us citi- 
zens of tho United States, and those of 
the African race aro now included. 
In- 


dlnns not taiod aro still deemed not citi- 
zens. I find, by act of congress, Fob. 8, 
1SS7, 
• citizenship Is conferred on Iiirtiiitis 


accepting lauds allotted in severally and 
adopting aiviliznd life. 


If you or I wore living alouo upon nu 


island, master of all wo surveyed, wo 
would in no sense bo culled a citizen of 
tho island, since per definition as given 
nbovo, a oltlKOn owes allegiance, and allo- 
glanco must exist under some form ol 
(jovornment; tho administration of laws. 
Tho torm "law" in Its general and com- 
prehensive sense, signifies u rule of action 
and Is Indiscriminately applied to all 
kinds of action. But laws, lu their more 
coniluod souse, denote tho rules, not of 
notions in gunoral.but of human action or 
conduct, and aro outgrowths ot customs, 
which by virtue ot their use and contiuu- 


. unco are" established as common or un- 
writteu l»v>

Customs aru Indicative of 


the intelligence ot the inhabitants. Heuco 
we may safely say that tho history of 
citizenship la tho history of civilization, 
for as nro the customs so are tho laws; as 
ore tho laws so is • tho government, the 
highest end of which should bo tho cul- 
. turo of man. 
And ns I said before, that 


form of government which irjviills, is the 
expression of what cultivation exists in 
tho population which permits it.

Henry Ward Hcoclior in his speech of 


Nov. S2, I860, says: "Civil governments 
are said to bo of God. All government 
is ordained of God; and civil governments 
are so, not as by revelation and ordina- 
tlon.but because the nature of mini neces- 
sitates government. God did not create 
man and thou command a government 
over him, but ho created mini with u 
necessity and instinct ot government, and 
then left that instinct and necessity to de- 
velop themselves. " • Governments aro not 
accidental but nro thu legitimate out 
workings of tho condition of those gov- 
erned. Draper, In his Intellectual De-
